The nepotism law, according to a 
Texas Education Agency bulletin 
states that “it is illegal for a Texas 
public school to employ within the 
third degree by consanguinity 
(blood relation) or within the sec­ 
ond degree by affinity (marriage) 
a relative of a member of that 
school’s board of trustees.” 
The exception, the bulletin 
states, is if a school employee has 
been employed two or more years 
prior to the time that a relative was 
elected to the board. In that case, 
there is no violation of the nepotism 
law. 
Third degree relatives include 
such blood relatives as greataunts 
and uncles, great-nieces and - 
nephews, great-grandchildren, 
great-grandparents and second 
cousins. Second degree relation by 
blood relatives 
includes 
aunts, 
uncles, nieces, nephews, grand­ 
children, grandparents and first 
cousins. First degree are parents, 
children or siblings. 
Second degree relatives by 
marriage include nephews, nieces, 
aunts, uncles, first cousins and 
grandparents. 
First degree re­ 
latives 
by 
m arriage 
covers 
spouses, sons-in-law, daughtersin­ 
law, brothers-in-law, sister-in-law, 
fathers-in-law and mothers-in-law. 
This all seems a little ridiculous 
to me but until the law is changed 
the schools must abide by it. Laws 
like this may be necessary in the 
larger cities but they create a great 
many hardships in the smaller 
communities. 


An expanded
